As you may be aware, the first tramways in | 


England were established in Birkenhead in 1860 
an American engineer, who in: the same year.

, About 1865 arcnewed attempt was made to 
introduce tramways, and during the four follow- 
ing years there was an animated warfare between, 
the promoters of the tramways and their op-- 
ponents, The opposition came chiefly from the 
proprictors of omnibuses and from the owners of 
property along the routes, who were led to belicve 
that the tramways would prove a nuisance, and 
notwithstanding that the previous faulty method 
of laying the track was disclaimed, by the owners 
of private carriages on the supposition that: the 
rails would injure their vehicles. Moreover, the 
.space_occupied by the line was spoken.of-as if it. 
were to be permanently monopolised by the cars..
